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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . In view of the appeal brief filed on 06/09/05 PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED 
as set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non- final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied by a 
supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 1.131 or 1.132) or 
other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b)(2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mori et al. 

(USPN 6027366). 
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Regarding claim 1, Mori teaches a display device comprising a first substrate (Fig. 2 (9)) 
having a conductor pattern for electrically connecting pixels, and having a laminar substrate (Fig. 
19 (5)) with opposed sides, which opposed sides are both provided with electrically conducting 
patterns that are electrically through-connected via at least one opening in the laminar substrate, 
wherein said one opening is proximate to pixels (Fig. 19 (5, 6, 7, 8), col. 1, lines 10-20, col. 2, 
lines 41-45, col. 4, lines 39-48, and col. 8, lines 48-55). 

Regarding claim 2, Mori teaches said electrically conducting pattern are metal patterns 
(col. 6, lines 27-33). 

Regarding claim 3, Mori teaches said metal patterns are formed from metals chosen from 
a group of gold, silver and nickel (col. 6, lines 27-33, Ag, Au, Ni). 

Regarding claim 4, Mori teaches said conductor pattern on said first substrate is 
connected to an electrically conducting pattern on said laminar substrate at an area of a through- 
connection (Fig. 19 (5, 6), col. 8, lines 47-55 and Fig. 2 (9)). 

Regarding claim 5-10, Mori teaches the part of said laminar substrate provided with said 
through connection is secured to said first substrate (Fig. 19 (5, 6, 7), col. 8, lines 47-55 and Fig. 
2 (9)).
